OUT REFERENDUM 


Ontario will fo “dry” within afew 
months, probably in September, and 
Inay remaininthat position for two 
or three years before the people vote 
on prohibition. A declaration to this 
effect was made in the Legislature 
on Wednesday by Hon. W. J. Hanna, 
who, in introducing the eagerly-await- 
ed prohibition measure, explained 
that the Government had decided it 
would not be advisable to take refer- 
endum until the soldiers returned 
from the war. The Provincial secre- 
tary pointed out that the war might 
last another year and it might be at

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ROUMANIA TO COME IN. 


No Further Doubt Remains Regard. 
ing Her Intentions, 


LONDON, March 21.—All doubt as 
to Roumania’s course seems at an 
end. Onthe authority of persons 
Ligh in allied councils. whose names 
for obvious reasons cannot be 4di- 
vulged, I am able to predict—so far 
a8 it is possible to anticipate events 
—that Roumania will join the Allies, 
probably in May. 

Additional assurance to this effect 
were given me Saturday py a French 
Official who has just returned from a 
mission in the Balkans. He was as 
confident that Roumania would cast 
her lot with the Allies as that the 
Germans would be defeated at Ver- 
dun. 

Roumania is astir with prepara- 
tions for war. Her factories and ar- 
senals are running night and day to 
create the implements and_ supplies 
formerly furnished by the Krupps 
and the Skodas. 

Railroads from Bucharest to Pre- 
dal, on the Hungarian border, have 
suspended all passenger traffic. For 
ten days, say the Havas correspon- 
dent at Bucharest, nothing but mili- 
tary trains have been allowed to 
move toward the frontier. Trenches 
have been prepared and everything 
made ready for defence. 

Machinery for shellmaking and 
war supplies of all kinds is being 
rushed from England through Russ 
sia unimpeded by the countles? 
checks at frontiers. 

Verdun has been a boomerang for 
the Germans in the Balkans. The 
rash undertaking was launched prin- 
cipally for its effect on Roumania 
and to hearten the failing Turks. It 
has had the opposite result. It has 
shown Roumania that the Teuton 
tide has reached its crest and split on 
the rock of French resistance. 

Roumania’s entry, it is believed, 
has been timed with the grand allied 
offensive on all fronts. On the east 
fresh Russ{fan armies, re-equipped 
and re-munitfoned, are awaiting the 
coming of spring. In the Balkans 
the Allies have gathered through the 
winter 300,000 troops at Saloniea for 
the reconquest of Serbia and the in- 
vasion of Bulgaria and Thrace. They 
are under the command of General 
Sarrail, the former French comman- 
der of Verdun, one of the few eom- 
manders who have gone through the 
war with the reputation of never hav- 
ing experienced defeat. 


BATTLE FOUGHT: IN AIR. 


Great Aerial Conflict Occurs Near 
Muelhausen. 


LONDON, March 21.—A raid by a 
French aeroplane squadron compris- 
ing 23 machines on upper Alsace 
Saturday night resulted in one of the 
greatest aerial battle fought in the 
war. The number of German ma- 
chines taking part in the engagement 
is not announced, but the two 
squadrons appear to have been fairly 
evenly matched. Four French aero- 
planes were driven to earth, and 
three German machines. Two of the 
German machines fell in flames. The 
raid which precipitated the battle 
was directed against Muelhausen and 
Habsheim, on the edge of the Hart- 
weld, just to the east of Muelhausen. 
Altogether 72 shells were dropped on 
the Muelhausen freight station and 
the aviation camp at Habsheim.

‘RUSSIA NOW PASSED 
| JTS MUNITION CRISIS 


PETROGRAD, March 18.—In an in- 
terview granted me, Gen. Polivanoff, 
minister of war, delared that the 
munitions crisis, which had made it- 
self felt at the end of 1914, reached 
an acute stage a year ago. 

In December, 1914, the minister said, 
he became convinced that this penury 
was already extremely harassing. In 
May and June 1915, the position was 
tragic. The Russign army was forced 
to retreat sollsly from lack of st.c\'s, 
‘he position was the more poignun: 
because, from the point of view both 
of the Lravery of the men tnd the 
methods of fighting, everything ‘wns 
in favor of the Russians winning. 

LACK OF MUNITIONS. 


| “The lack of munitions paralyzed 
us,” said Gen. Polivanoff, ‘‘and oblig- 
ed us to yield ground to the enemy, 
but we did not vede victory, and, 
beating a slow retreat, we gained 
time, only to preparé ourselves for 
fresh decksive efforts. To-day the 
munitions crisis no longer exists. It 
is a thing of the past, a sinister mel 
mory. 
| “In September, 1915, the first  re- 
sults of our labors became evident. 
|Our batteries began to make _ their 
action felt by the enemy, who had 
m accustiomed to take no notice of 
them. Immense cforts and rigorous 
_and inflexible measures were required. 
| Almost everything had to be created, 
for we were used to receiving much 
\from abroad, particularly from Ger- 
many. We got there. It has been an 
absolute revolution an absolute trans- 
\formation,.of our industrial activity: 
(and almost of our customs.” 
PRODIGIOUS DEVELOPMENT. 
The minister displayed diagrams 
showing the prodigious development 
of industrial estadlishments working 
for the national production, and with 
the enormous markets ubroad  dis- 
pensed with, we can, as regards muni- 
dions, look to the future with confi- 
dencefé Many things were lacking, but 
now the graver gaps are filled. The 
moral of the troops is excellentf 
~ “Thanks to the mobilization of the 
great mass of men. ordered some 
months ago, and the doulsling of the 
number of our depots, we have now 
& permanent reserve of a million and 
a half young recruits, which will per. 
Indt us to feed the varioul units with- 
out sending to the front men with 
| insuflicient military training. 
| “It is a matter of capital import- 
ances to maintain the units absolutely 
complete ; of that we are now assur- 
ed. As the war is prolonged, so the 
| allied forces increase, and so those of 
‘the Germanic Powers decrease. [e- 
‘hind the four allies there are the na- 
‘tural resources of the whole universe. 
Pehind the armies of the central pow- 
,ers are exhaustion and _ shakiness. 
| There is only one way to express our 
‘final success,!and that is in the words 
|‘‘The war will({continue to the end.”

When Full Ripe. 

Children under three years of age do 
not chew their food thoroughly; they 
bolt it. lor this reason they should 
not have bananas to eat uncooked. 
Bananas are nutritious, but they are 
an indigestible food unless they are 
well masticated. They are more easily 
digested when cooked thun when eaten 
raw. 

The most digestible form of cooked 
banana jis the baked ove. This is pre 
pared first by washing the fruit, then 
cutting » small piece from each end 
of the bananas tas whep preparing a 
sweet potato for baking) Place the 
bananas to be baked on au tin ple-plate 
or similar dish in a hot oven. When 
they feel tender after pricking with a 
fork they are well baked. Dark brown 
or brown staived bananas (nor the 
bright yellow ones) are best fur eating, 
either raw or baked. 

After the fruit is baked It is pinced 
on a platter aud served as a inet. It 
is not. however, turned out of the skin. 
When ready to eat it split the skin and 
banana lengthwise of the fruit: season 
it with salt, pepper and a little butter. 

In warm weather baked bananas 
may be uscd to tuke the place of ment 
tit a meal.

Soapy Water.

Many of us 
Seneca especially when children are 
Sema how much a strong soap 
smarts when the suds steal under the 
eyelids, 

We should never get soap in our eyes 
if we closed them naturally, as in sleep, 
The eyelid is an absolute protection. 
Certainly no soupsuds can penetrate 
the membrane, and equally certainly 
the way in which the eyelashes cover 
the actual joint make it impervious. 
The eye, when closed in sleep, is light 
proof, u much greater test of being

In modern city life, where there is so 
much dust, the eye should be washed 
every day. ‘The trick of opening one’s 
eyes under water, which every good 
swimmer knows, can be easily dove in 
iin eyeglass, or, for that matter, in an 
ordinary basin. To put the face down 
in clear cold water and open and shut 
the eyes once or twice not only will 
give u feeling of freshness, but for 
thase who use their eyes a great deal 
it will be found a great preventer of 
eye strain. 

In washing out the eye, however, it 
is necessary’ to be careful. Soapy wa- 
ter should never be used, as in most 
soaps there are chemicals of a drying 
and alkaline character, which are ex- 
cersively injurious to the eye.

Surdines are found chiefly in the At- 
luntic ocean, forming great schools or 
vinks extending from the coast of IJre. 
land to the Canary islands. Tlivy are 
ulso found in considerable quantities 
in the Mediterranean, probably coming 
from the <Atiuutic, attracted by the 
higher temperature of the water. How- 
vier, sardine fishing is of less impor- 
tunce on the Mediterranean shores of 
Spain than ou the bay of Biscay and 
the gulf of Cadiz, where the principal 
factories for canning sardines are lo- 
cuted.

GOLD ACTUALLY GROWS. 


In Certain Cases Nuggets Placed In 
Water Increase In Size.

WATERMELON ANTHRACNOSE. | 





Troublesome Disease Preventable by 


Spraying With Bordeaux Mixture. 


[Prepared by United States department of 


agriculture.] 
Watermelon growers in various sec- 


tions of the country frequently suffer 
loss from a disease which blights the 


foliage and spots the fruit. The leaves 


are covered with irregular dark, dead 


spots and may die before the melons 
are ripe. The trouble develops on the 
fruit in the form of water soaked and 
later sunken spots of varying size, 
which come to have a’pink center 
made up of masses of the fungus 
spores. As the disease progresses the 
melons decay. ‘This is anthracnose 
and is caused by a parasitic fungus 
related to those which produce the ap- 
ple bitter rot and pod spot of bean. 
The fungus causing watermelon an- 
thracnose attacks cucumbers, canta- 
joupes and squashes, but probably not,

Use a 
good spray pump, operated at a pres- 
sure of 100 pounds or more.

Prepare the lime by slaking it slowly 
and thoroughly in a clean barrel, strain 
and add enough additional water to 
make exactly twenty-five gallons of 
lime milk. Stir thoroughly. 

Pour the two ingredients together 
into unother barrel or, better, directly 
into the spray tauk, if it will hold fif- 
ty gallons.

Barnyard Manure. 


Barnyard manure has value on the 
farm aside from that as a fertilizer.

Its decay produces heat and 
its presence aids chemical and hac- 
terial processes. Moreover, it ab- 
sorbs and holds a large amount of 
water and helps to aerate the soil. 
The benefits of these indirect aids to 
plant growth are in some cases worth 
as much as the fertilizing power of 
the manure. 

When it is added that barnyard 
manure is worth perhaps $2.50 a ton 


and that each farm animal produces | 


from five to seven tons. per 1,000 
pounds of live weight each year, it 
is easy to sce that as a fertilizer the 
material should not be wasted.

There are just a few elemental thiugs 
in life that we all want.

One is tempted to ask at once, “Why 
the paradox?" But the person who has 
failed now and then, and let it teach 
him rather than discourage him, knows 
full well the reason. It is the humor of 
failure thut Locke nsks us to look for, 
not the failure itself. 

Know, then, just what this man 
means by wu sense of humor. We have 
it from his own pen. It is worth read- 
ing. 

“Your sense of humor—that delicate 
perceivance of proportion, that subri- 
dent check on impulse, that touch of 
the divine fellowship with buman 
frailty, is a thing of mellow growth. It 
is a solvent, not an excitant. It does 
not stimulate to sublime effort, but it 
can cool raging passion. It can take 
the salt from tears, the bitterness from 
judgment, the keenness from despair.” 

It is, then, the ability to meet failure 
and to profit by it, to have it touch us 
find leave us with a sense of the rela- 
tive value of things, which makes us 
truly capable of carrying success when 
it comes to us. 

Without doubt one of the most bene- 
ficial experiences in life is that of meet- 
ing failure and knowing with a fine 
sense of humor that you are not quite 
as infallible as you thought you were. 
It need not make one unnecessarily 
meek, but it is a mighty wholesome 
and helpful thing to be touched with a 
little gentle humility once in awhile. 

Some of the biggest things that peo- 
ple have ever done in their lives have 
been done on the rebound from just 
such a half humorous recognition of 
their own limitations. For it is not 
well to go on indefinitely without a 
sense of them.
